1. Extra-Saturnine Planets 


HAVE said on some occasions in the past 

hat while I do not attach much importance 

. the role of Uranus, Neptune and Pluto in 
nalivilies, I do study their influences as a matter 
of research in mundane charts. I would like to 
invite the attention of my esteemed readers to 
the dispositions of planets especially Uranus, 
“Pluto and Neptune at the time of the July New 
Moon (5-16 p.m., I.S.T., on *13--7--1969) with 
reference to New Delhi. The Ascendant at 

- Delhi wiil be the Ist degree of Sagittarius and 
the lord Jupiter is afflicted in the 10th by his 
conjunction with Kethu, Uranus and Pluto. 
Jupiter is no doubt in the constellation of the 
lord of the 9th, viz., the Sun, but the Sun him- 
self is afflicted by being aspected by Mars (from 
the 12th house) and Saturn (from the 5th house). 

; The tenth has reference to the President, the 
Government and the reputation of the country. 
The 12th rules crime secret foes, etc. The 7th 
indicates enemies. The disposition of three 
malefics—I am including Uranus and Pluto in 
this caterory—in the 10th is a pointer to the 
formidable problems of law and under which 
the Union Government will have to face in the 
month ahead. When Uranus is in the 10th 
house, unexpected developments take place in 
Government circles, important members may 
resign, the cabinet may be re-constituted and 
a notable person may also die. Kethu in the 
10th denotes scandals in high circles, disgrace 
of a notable person and attacks on Govern- 
ment prenerty.

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Jupiter ‘is in the 10th, firm action on the part 
of authorities will bring under check such des- 
tructive activities. Whether the Government 
will really be firm in its actions is a different 
matter. The Moon will be squaring Mars by 
about 15--7--1969. A train accident is likely 
by about this time. Mars in the 12th indicates 
that crime and violence may be let loose by 
goonda politicians causing suffreing to innocent 
people and destroying property. It is very neces- 
sary that the Government is on the alert and 
deals firmly with trouble-mongers.

2. The Varanasi Train Accident 


Nearly 80 persons were killed and over hun- 
red seriously injured when tha Allahabad- 
Gorakhpur express train derailed at about *1-50 
a.m. (LS.T.) on 21st June 1969. 


The train is said to have suddenly gone off 
the rails as it was passing through a bridge on 
the river Maghai. Five bogies plunged into 
the river while two skidded and rolled down the 
ramparts. Most of the victims, it is said, were 
those in the 2nd class coach. 


A horoscope cast for the place of accident is 
revealing. The third degree of Aries rises, the 
constellation being that of Kethu. The lord of 
Lagna, Mars, is in the 8th or house of accidents 
in the constellation of Saturn, while Saturn is 
debilitated in Lagna. No benefic occupies a: 
kendra from Lagna or aspects the Lagna. Acci- 
dents generally occur when the 8th house id 
afflicted. In the Navamsa, Mars is also in the 
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7th aspected by Saturn, who is himself spoilt 
by his association with Rahu. 


I can anticipate the argument that Mars in 
the 8th being in his own house cannot do any 
harm. But I would like to counter such an: 
argument based on my experience, that Mars 
in the 8th in his own house becomes more 
powerful to cause destruction unless he is as 
pected by or is in conjunction with Jupiter; or 
Mars is in the constellat'on of Jupiter. None 
of these circumstances is present here. 


Lagna in Kethu's constellation joined by 
debilitated Saturn and Mars in the 8th in 
Naturn's constellation and Lagna in Navamsa: 
being again afflicted are clear indicators, not 
only of the serious nature of the accident, but 
of the fact it might have been due to sabotage.

One of his brothers joins the military 
and another is evil-natured, His bright period 
commences after 30 and the brightest period 
after 40. He instals a Shiva Linga 
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devoted to a Veerashałva Guru. He dies at 
70.” 


The following is from Dhruva Nadi: 


“One born in Surasundari Amsa belongs to 
Sudra caste. He is a devotee of Vishnu and 
follows ‘Vaishnavite customs. His birthplace 
is a centre of pilgrimage.

His father is also a well-known person. At 21 
he starts writing.

On National Education (1) 


N the June 1909 issue of THE ASTROLOGICAL 
MAGAZINE I have dealt at some length 
With the concept of the secular state in 

India, which was ushered in by unthinking 
Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru. I shall now write 
about the much-talked-of National Education, 
which, despite all the efforts that have been 
made, still remains a dream, and so far as our 
i education is concerned, even after 22 years of 
å Independence, it continues to be unnational, 
if not denationalised, at its essential core. 
Before going to the subject proper, we 
should first have an idea of the history of 
education in the sense of training up of our 
boys and girls. From the Vedic times and the 
days of Manu, the Chandogya Upanishad, 

Vasishta, Sandeepa, down to recent times, 

India has had the tradition of Upanayana, i.e., 

equipping of a pupil with an additional eye— 

what Wordsworth calls the Mind's inner eye— 
or the Eye to pierce into the mysterics o the 
Veda and the Shastra,—and a course oi train- 
ing under the Guru through a period of 

- Brahmacharya. In fact, this event cf initiation 
~ or admission into a new order—the Brahmic 
or Spiritual Order we may call it—has been 
invested with such sanctity and importance 
in our lives that those who have received this 
initiation have been dubbed as Dwijas or the 
‘twice-born, whereas the uninitiated continue 
= as Ekajas (born only once) or Vratyas (i.e., 
those fallen from their proper status). This 
ijattwam in our country has been held so 
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his further iourney into our higher life; ard 
even Lord Krishna and Bhagavan Sankara 
were considered to be unripe for their life’s 
missions, without sitting at the feet of their 
Gurus, even though it be for a short while. 
This tradition of education continued in our 
country throughout the ages, and even the 
foreign depredations in the Middle ages did 
not interrupt its even course through the 
millennia, till the advent of Lord William 
Bentinck and Macaulay in the second quarter 
of the last century (the British period). 


The havoc done by these two distinguished 
administrators matched only by what our 
secular rulers of today have been doing for our 
souls may be realised by reference to a few 
1acts. By that time, it was reported that there 
were more than a lakh of vernacular schools 
in Bengal and Bihar alone; many of them, 
might be mere “pial schools”, like our 
present-day “‘one-teacher schools”. And a 
good number of them were receiving grant- 
in-aid from the Government. But under the 
new policy, it was laid down inter alia that— 


(i) The great object of the British Govern- 
ment ought to be the promotion of European 
literature and science among the natives of 
India ; and all the funds appropriated for the 
purpose of education would be best employed 
on English education alone. 


((ti) No stipend shall be given to any 
student that may hereafter enter at any of the 
Oriental institutions. 


(ii) No portion of the funds shall be- 
employed tothe printing. of any Oriental 
works ; and 
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And as regard; the imparting of religious 
instruction in the Gcvernment institutions, 
the Despatch of Sir Charles Wood, dated 19th 
July 1854, which sanciioned the foundation 
onret Universities in India, also stipulated 
that, 


“as these were founded for the benefit of 
the whole population of India...the education 
conveyed to them should be exclusively 
secular.” 

The effect of this policy on the motif and 
method of the “native” populace may be 
described in the words of Macaulay himself. 
Thus, writing within two years of Bentinck 
Resolution, he told his father in England :— 


Calcutta, 
“ My dear Father, October 12, 1836. 
“Our English schoois are flourishing 
wonderfully. We find it difficult, indeed, in 


places impoésible, to provide institutions for 
all who want it. At the single town of Hoolgy, 
1,400 boys are learning English. The effect 
of this education on the Hindus is prodigious. 
No Hindoo who has received an English 
education ever remains sincerely attached to 
his religion. Some continueto profess it as 
a matter of policy, but many profess them- 
selves as pure Deists, and some embrace 
Christianity. It is my firm belief that, if our 
plans of education are followed up, there wi!l 
not be a single idolator among the respectable 
classes in Bengal thirty years hence. And 
this will be effected without any efforts to 
proselytise, without the smallest interference 
with religious liberty, merely by the natural 
operation of knowledge and reflection. I 
heartily rejoice in the prospect. | 
Ever yours affectionately, 
- (Sd.) T. B. Macaulay.” 


And by the end of the century, conditions 
had degenerated so thoroughly that Lord 
Curzon, arabid imrerialist himself, was yet 
candid enough to observe that the thoughts, 
ideas, framework and knowledge 
here were all foreign-— 
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schools and colleges, in different parts of the 
country, some of which survive even today. 
The nature of this National Education, as > 

envisaged by its early pioneers may be indica- 
ted briefly. Thus, the Calcutta Congress of 
1906 which first sponsored such a scheme 
declared itself in favour of a system of studies, 
both for our boys and girls, ‘‘ literary, scientific 
and technical, suited to the requirements of 
the country on national lines and under 
national control”. The Bengal Council of 
National Education, which took up the cue, 
defined National Education as “a system of 
literary, scientific and technical education 
which will foster and combine all that is good 
in ancient Eastern culture with the best 
assimilable ideals of the Wesi”. And practi- 
cally in their footsteps, Sri Kopalle Hanu- 
mantha Rao, the illustrious founder of the 
Andhra Jateeya Kalasala of Machilipatnam, in 
a pamphlet published by the National Univer- 
sity of Adyar, indicated the following as the 
* fundamental points of a genuine scheme of 
National Education in India ”’: 

“ Briefly, any system of Education, claiming 
to be National, musi come into complete 
accord with the cultural and psychological 
heredity of the race.......- z 

Regarding the curriculum and courses of 
studies, the Kalasala provided for three stages, 
viz., the Primary, Secondary and Collegiate ; 
and the last was designed to offer opportunities 
for specialisation in all the four Faculties or 
* Purusharthas ’, viz., of— 

Dharma — or Ethics and Sociology ; 

Artha — Civics (Politics) and Economics ; 

Kaama — Aesthetics and Art; and 

Moksha — or Religion. 


Under each of these heads, purely literary 
and scientific studies were supplemented by 
the pursuit of typical arts and crafts; and 
mechanical engineering was prescribed for 
aiding vocational education. Due stress was 
laid on the place of the vernacular of the 
Provinco as the chief medium of instruction. 

On the interesting subject of religious and 
moral instruction, we are told: = — 

* The first half-hour of every day was set 

th 
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were made the occasion, not for holidaying but 
for the worship or enjoyment that accorded 
with them. Boys were also taught the ancient 
indian Swaram (mode and accent in rendering 
Vedic hymns) with training in reciting 
select passages out of the Vedas and the Upa- 
nishads. The young were thus given a little 
taste of the melody, the thrill and the ennob- 
ling effect of reciting Sanskrit verses. On 
occasions, Bhajan parties were organised.”* 


Mrs. Besant, as part of her Home Rule 
Movement in 1917-18, also adopted this idea 
of National Education; and the National 
School at Adyar and the National College at 
Madanapalli were the direct offshoots of her 
efforts and of those of her colleagues, chiefly 
Dr. G. S. Arundale. After Mrs. Besant, 
Mahatma Gandhi too adopted this idea but he 
reduced it practically as a means of promoting 
his ideas of Khadi, Basic Education, Hindi 
and promotion of vernaculars, etc. 


And after Independence, the main advance 
of our education has been in the direction of 
Science and Technology, as a result of which 
we have now got hundreds and perhaps thou- 
sands of our Ph.Ds. and D.Scs. in Science and 
a good number of Professional Colleges in 
Agriculture and Engineering, Medicine and 
Technolohy, etc. While on the debit side, 
the regional languages have been tabooed in 
the sphere of higher education humanities 
have been practically starved; and for religi- 
ous education, the infamous Art. 28 (1) of the 
Constitution enjoins that: 


“No religious instruction shall be provided 
in any educational institution wholly main- 
tained out of State funds.” 


And at such a juncture, comes the recom- 
mendation of the Kothari Commission on 
Indian Education which, while laying a due 
and proper emphasis on the need for a scienti- 
fic and technological bias in our future studies, 
at the same time observed: 


** Modernization does not mean—least of all 
in our national situation—a refusal to recog- 
nise the importance of or to inculcate neces- 
sary moral and spiritual values and self-disci- 
pline. Modernization, if it is to bea living 
force, must derive its strength from the strength 
of the Spirit”. 

«The weakening of social and moral values 

in the younger generation is creating many

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serious social and ethical conflicts in Western 
societies, and there is already a desire among 
some great Western thinkers to balance the 
knowledge and skills which science and 
technology bring with the values and insights 
associated with ethics and religion at its best, 
viz., a search for the knowledge of the self, of 
the meaning of life, of the relationship of man 
to other human beings and to the ultimate 
reality ”.! 

And again, while stressing the need for 
increased trade and commerce, more food for 
all, more education, better health and a reason 
able standard of living for all people, the 
Commission also observed: 


“But India’s contribution can and should 
be, far more than these material gains. She 
should learn to harness science, but she must 
also learn not to be dominated by science. In 
this respect, India has a unique advantage, 
with her great traditions of duty without self- 
involvement (aparigraha), tolerance, and 
innate love of peace and reverence for all 
living things.” 

“In the development that we envisage in 
the future, we hope that the pursuit of. mere 
material affluence and power would be subordi- 
nated to that of higher values and the fulfil- 
ment of the individual. This concept of the 
mingling of science and Spirituality is of 
Special significance for Indian education.”

the Vedic astronomy. According to 

Shankara, the greatest exponent of the 
monist (Advaita) school of philosophy in 
Ladia, the Vedic compositions expound the 
truths perceived by the sages at the supercon- 
scious plane, hence are eternal. Since the 
date of the Vedic perceptions are not’ fixed, 
the date of the [ndian chronology also cannot 
be definitely ascertained. 

Following the Vedic astronomy, various 
texts on Indian astronomy appeared like 
Samrat Sidahanta, Sarva Siddhanta, Siddhanta 
Sarvabhouma, Sundara Siddhanta, Surya Siddhan- 
ta, Aryabhatta Siddhanta, Siddhanta Siromani, 
Brahma Siddhanta, Vateshwara Siddhanta and 
others amongst which Surya Siddhanta is the 
one the application of which is honoured 
even to this day in the Indian Ephemeris. 

Surya Siddnanta commands highest autho- 


d Indian chronology owes its origin to 


‘rity in Indian Astronomy. Attributed to the 


authorship of Maya, there is reference in it 
for division of time from 1/3240000 fraction 
of a second to 1640x10%x36)x100 solar 
years, the latter being called the life of 
Brahma. During the Brahma day takes place 
the creation, while dissolution of the Universe 
follows during the Brahma night. A Brahma 
night and day are each equal to 4320x 10° 
ears. 

2 According to Surya Siddhanta 19 5880000 
years have been elapsed to the date of com- 
menc*ment of the Kaliyuga, i.e., 18th Feb- 
ruary 3102 B.C. This is largely reflected in 
the age of the earth being of the order of some 
1770 x 10° years, given by A. Holms based on 
the radioactive method. 

The Indian chronology and the geochro- 
nology appear to be complimentary to each 
other. The Indian chronology chiefly based 
on the incessant motion of the heavenly 
bodies has been able to impress and record on 
the rock pages of the sedimentary book of the 
earth the changes that have accompanied the 
large-scale evolution of the earth. The rock 
pages of the sedimentary book of the earth 
remain torn and mutilated for a perfect read- 
ing by the stratigrapher who has been able to 
reconstruct the history of the earth. —_ 

The parallel evolution that the history of 
the earth bears to the Indian chronology can 
be proved by a close study of the two records. 
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The Indian chronology :appears to be more 
perfect than the geochronology and is based 
on an observational record spreading over 
several thousand years, the august and dyna- 
mic characters of which is exceptional. 

The Indian chronology is essentially based 
on the strong foundations of astronomy. For 
its construction the average rate of precession 
of equinoxes given in Surya Siddhanta, i e., 54" 
per year, is taken. Lt is stated in Surya Siddhan- 
ta that the point of equinox moves slowly 27° 
east of the vernal equinox and back 54° to 
move again 27° east completing a cycle of 108°. 
600 such cycles will constitute one Mahayuga 
equivalent to 4.32 x 10° years.

tively. Each ritu constitutes two luni-solar 
months, the basis of such a division being 
effected on the successive Full Moon days and 
named after the respective constellation in 
which the Full Moon occurred. Thus the 
division of the zodiac into twelve came to be 
systematised. 

With the Sun’s transit of the vernal equinox 
as the beginning of the year, the system of 
Souramaua reckons,the time of one sidereal year 
given in Surya Siddhanta, i.e., 365.2587564°4 
dividing it into 12 divisions. 

Chandramana is actually a luni-solar system 
of measuring the time. The Moon’s motion 
around the earth takes place once in 27.55459 
days according to Surya Siddhanta. 
Savanamana system recognises a 360 days 

year and reckons the time accordingly. 


Barhaspatyamana is based on the motion of 
Jupiter. On an average, Jupiter completes the 
revolution of the zodiac once in about twelve 
years. Five Jupiterian rotations will equal 
about two Saturn’s revolutions. Hence a 60- 
year cycle was instituted, the system of which 
is also in vogue, 


The waning and waxing periods of the 
Moon correspond to the two fortnights of the 
lunar months and the weekdays have been 
named after the successive fourth planet in 
series, the Moon, Mercury, Venus, the Sun, 
Mars, Jupiter and Saturn. Number four: in 
the given succession is equable with the con- 
stant of the empirical series in the Bode’s law, 
which will actually complete the true series. 
The Bode's law is:

In the series given above for the construc- 
tion of the weekdays, the Moon is introduced 
in the first place since it is the nearest and the 
Sun in the place of the earth since the bearing 
is from the earth. 

A day used to be reckoned from sunrise to 
the following sunrise comprising 60 ghatis of 
24 each. Each ghati was further divided as 
given below :

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Now looking at the geochronology one finds 
the history of the earth being divided into 
Eras, Periods, Epochs and Ages. This is 
based on a study of the bedded or the sedi- 
mentary rocks, The process of sedimentation 
in the sinking basis of the narrow seas is effec- 
ted by the activities of the geological agents. 
Processes like weathering, denudation and 
deposition are involved and the sinking basins 
are the forerunners of prospective mountain 
systems, due to the process of orogeny. These 
mountain systems give rise to the land masses 
and the formation of continents is by the 
process of epeirogeny. Thus orogeny and 
epeirogeny are mechanical cyclic processes. 
The time required for the stratified rocks has 
been computed for the age of the earth. 


A second method was based on the scale of 
organic evolution based on the fossils occur- 
ring in the stratified rocks. 


A third method was based on the annual 
increase of salt in the oceanic water based on 
the assumption that the first formed seas were 
freshwater ones. 

Other methods based on the internal heat 
and rate of cooling of the earth, the tidal 
retardation of the earth’s rotation and origin 
and age of the Sun’s heat—all give empirical 
values for the age of the earth. However, the 
radioactive method of determining the age of 
the earth has been in vogue and the age of the 
earth thus arrived may stand anywhere from 
3300 to 4500 million years. Therefore, 
geochronology has to tread a long way for 
perfection. 

A study of the stratified rocks indicates 
that the earth has not suffered large-scale 
changes since it got solidified and the geologi- 
cal record shows that conditions as normal 
as exist to this day. The cycle of orogeny and 
epeirogeny is continuing since the earth 
system was standardised. This evidence 
supports the basic view of the Indian chrono- 
logy to consider the value of the average rate 
of the precession of equinoxes as 54" per year, 
even though there occur slight variations in 

the long ages. Thus the Indian chronology 
has attained reliable perfection on scientific 
basis, is simple, equally dynamic, practicable 
and most natural.

We have to carefully analyse this stanza for 
proper interpretation in the light of Sruta- 
keerti’s verse given earlier. If according to 
(1) only natural benefics are to be included (of 
course including the Moon which should also 
be of strength), is it at all possible for the thres 
natural benefics Jupiter, Venus and Mercury, to 
be absolute benefics in order to derive the full 
benefits of the yoga as per (1)? The planetary 
ownership of the twelve houses is usually such 
as not to make a natural benefic planet wholly 
an unalloyed benefio, free from quadrangular 
ownership, or badhaka lordship, maraka 
relationship, etc. With this deficiency, are we 
to conclude that maximum beneficial effect of 
Adhi yoga cannot be expected under any cir 
cumstances?

II-4. YOGAS 


Out of the fifteen possibilities for the Pancha 
Maha Purusha Yogas, Aquarius Ascendant can 
claim only for three—viz., Mars in Scorpio— 
Ruchaka Yoga: Venus in Taurus—Malavya 
Yoga and Saturn in Aquarius Ascendant—Sasa 
Yoga Rut it is worth mentioning that the As- 
cendants Leo and Scorpio get only three possi- 
bilities each. 

While enunciating planetary combinations 
for various vogas, the ancient seers have not 
I'mited their applicability to certain particular 
Ascendants only. They have specifically named 
the Ascendant entering the combination or have 
painted out that the combination is applicable 
only io a particular Ascendant as in the case of 
special vogas formed by the combination of 
particular planets or by their unique positions. 

The few yogas listed below show that the 
Aquarius Ascendant is as good as any other 

Ascendant.

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rows. This opinion has been echoed by later 
authors without making any attempt (to my 
limited knowledge) to clarify why Satyacharya 
said so. It is quite possible that parts of Satya- 
charya’s works may still exist unknown to the 
present-day press wherein he would have eluci- 
dated this enigmatic point. The “why” of the 
statement still remains unanswered, perhaps, 
due to the diehard tendencies inherent in many 
of us or to the want of required finance for 
undertaking such full-time research work. Thå 
constant dwelling on a single idea to the com- 
plete exclusion of all others leads to its un- 
suspected exaggeration. If one takes an un- 
biased, intellectualistic and purely rationalistic 
view, he will have to land at the indisputable 
conclusion that the Aquarius Ascendant is not 
in any way different from the other rising signs. 
Tf the natives of other Ascendants are not op- 
prdssed by sorrows or distressed to that extent 
to which the Aquarians are heir to, and if this 
indication duhkhasantaptaha pertains only to the 
Aquarius Ascendant to the exclusion of all 
others in strength or extent, no one would have 
bothered his head on this point. In actual ex- 
perience, however, one finds natives with 
Ascendants other than Aquarius immersed 
in all sorts of afflictions and privations, some- 
times making one wonder whether such experi- 
ences are possible under such an Ascendant.

Ifsit is bad, the 
Aquarian Dwadasamsas occurring in all Ascen- 
- dants would have to be considered as inauspici- 
ous which is not a fact. Therefore, the evil 
nature of Aquarius is not applicable to the 
Dwadasamsa of the sign. 

Varahamihira escapes without recording his 
own view and joins with Satyacharya. 
Mantreswara also says that the entire Ascen- 
dant Aquarius is not auspicious. Committing 
secretly, with an unshapely physique and a

cruel temperament, the native could well stand 
the strain in walking long distances: his gains 
will be small and he would not hesitate to live 
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on the wealth of others. He will be fond of 
flowers and cosmetics. 
According to another opinion, the Aquarius 
Ascendant is good for women.

The woman with Aquarius Ascendant is very 
much liked and loved by the husband. She will 
be wealthy with good qualities and respected 
by her relatives (Bhava Prakasa). 


Saravali is not backward in denouncing the 
Aquarius Ascendant and supporting the view 
of Satyacharya. A little importance in society, 
wealth and respect towards elders are the only 
three points seen on the positive side in a long 
list of quite undesirable qualifications attached: 
to Aquarius. 

Jataka Parijata also has not a good word on 
the Aquarius Ascendant. 

Sruti Keerthi attributes the inauspicious 
nature of Aquarius even to the Dwadasamsas 
irrespective of the rising sign. 

Chanakya (Vishnugupta?) opines that the 
entire Aquarius Ascendant is bad and not the 
Dwadasamsa. 

The Manasagari alone takes a tolerant view 
and gives more good points to the Aquarius 
Ascendant. r . 

The above are the opinions of a few outstand- 
ing authors.

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Everything is not correct simply because of its 
antiquity. Astrology requires changes and ad- 
justments to suit the changing periods, and the 
science does demand of its votaries to make 
appropriate modifications. Discussions and 
Criticisms on the dicta of ancient Acharyas 
do not form an attitude of disrespect towards 
them or an aspersion on antiquity. For the 
healthy growth of the science each conflicting 
or doubtful topic like the present one (and there 
are numerous others too) is to be examined 
critically, analysed and discussed and a con- 
vincing conclusion arrived at by all the learned 
and interested in the subject. Differences in 
opinions seen in all texts under all headings, 
most of them quite confusing, are to be 
Straightened by committees of learned men on 
ihe subject with due explanations or supported 
by adequate arguments. Meaningleés verses 
or slatements of effects of planets quite contra- 
dictory to experience are to be removed after 
careful scrutiny. Simply quotmg authorities 
is nol scient'fic. The various authors have indi- 
cated the effects for different planetary posi- 
tions, aspects, combinations and Dasa periods 
which require adjustment and adaptation ac- 
cording to the dispositions and strengths of pla- 
nets in the chart under scrutiny before appli- 
cation. 

Parrot-like repetition of a verse for a certain 
indication—say for the Sun in the Ascendant— 
will be giving out quite an unsatisfactory and 
hazy idea of the effect produced by the Sun 
placed in that particular Ascendant. The Sun 
cannot give the same effect when he falls in 
different Ascendants. The various qualifications 
of the Sun posited in that particular Ascendant 
dike the ownership of Bhava, his benefic or male- 
fic attitude towards the Ascendant, asnects of 

other planets on him, whether he is ascending 
or descending, his strength, etc., are to be Icoked 
into before deducing the effects produced by 
him. One should not jump to the conclusion 
that the native is harrassed by sorrows imme- 
diately on hearing that his Ascendant is Aqua- 
tius. When an indication given in a text 
proves diametrica'ly opposite to actual experi- 
ence and found as such even after a minute 
scrutiny made in all the possible ways follow- 
ing the different methods of all known Achar- 
yas one should seriously pursue the subject. 
with a burning desire to find out the truth. 
Interpolations are probable in ancient texts, 
many of which are ceaturies old. No authori- 
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tative and systematic attempts have yet been 
made to publish the original texts of the vari- 
ous major works weeding out the spurious 
matter. It is also to be admitted that many a 
verse in some texts are not grammatically cor- 
rect. A stage has now arrived when it may prove 
quite difficult to sieve the pure from the spuri- 
ous. Earnest attempts in this line even at this 
belated hour would further the cause of the 
science. 

I strongly believe that “comparisons” —in 
astrology especially—‘‘are always odious”. No 
two persons are alike in this world, not even 
twins, in character though there might be some 
physical resemblance. The infinite diversity of 
individuals means infinite ways of thinking. 
Words and actions follow thoughts begetting 
results which should naturally be varying. Thd 
horoscopic indications must therefore be differ- 
ent. One may try in vain to find identical ex- 


perience from a Dasa running concurrently in. 


two horoscopes under the same conditions. It 
is against nature. The same Sasa Yoga, say 
with Saturn in the Ascendant, can produce only 
different results in different charts. 


Many with Aquarius Ascendant have reached 
topmost levels in life and a few are there, be- 
fore me, proving by their daily experience that 
the statement of Satyacharya is not absolutely 
correct. And natives are there, with Taurus. 
Libra and Sagittarius Ascendants steeped in 
sorrows and difficulties exactly reflecting the 
description of Aquarius Ascendant by Satya- 
charya. It does not also follow that because 
Aquarius Ascendant proved good in the cases 
of a few or extremely bad in some others, it is 
entirely good or totally bad. It is both good 
and bad as all other Ascendants. There are 
engineers, doctors, professors, reformers, reli- 
gionists, carpenters, mechanics—in short, 
natives of Aquarius Ascendant are seen 
walks of life. Ministers and millionaires down: 
to attenders and servants are seen with this As- 
cendant. If an Ascendant is good, does it fol- 
low that all natives born in that rising sign are 
entirely good and happy? Tf Saturn is lame; 
does it mean.all born with that planet as the 
lord of the Ascendant should be lame ? 

The rationality of analysis and an analytic 
path alone can clear the conflicting ideas largely 
prevalent in this science.

He is all in a quandary, but I assured him that 
a natural healing is possible within a year and 
the cure is not attended with scarring or dis- 
figurement.

A. The kapha diseases are amenable to and 
respond to any type of treatment. The prick- 
ing of pimples is a suppressive measure and 
works very well, and perhaps, the fastest. Tt 
does not stop the fresh crop, but effectively 
razes down the existing irregularities. But, if 

_ the acne is not of the purely kapha type. and 
a lot of vata, too, is mixed up, the procedure 
leaves behind dirty scars. There are no b'em- 
ishes so, he had only kapha pimples.

Q. The hen‘s egg size swelling has the same 
consistency as that of the nasal tip.

Having understood the drawback, ayur- 
veda does not give any importance to such 
names and insists on estimating the diseased 
condition in terms of tridosha. 
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Q. What about homeopathy ? 

A. There are no named diseases at all, for 
obvious reasons. But, I am afraid, details at 
this juncture are not possible.

In yogic or ideal health, doshas are conspicu- 
ous by their absence. 


Doshas definitely contaminate the active, 
healthy individual, but only to the extent to ex- 
cite him to untiring alacrity. If the dosha level 
further increases, he is sure to fall ill, but the 
doshas get rapidly eliminated because the dha- 
tus still dominate the scene. A mild setback 
gives him much needed rest!

For 150 years astronomers while observing 
Mars through the telescope have repeatedly dis- 
covered unusually bright white spots on it, now 
and then. 

Recently a young Moscow astronomer. Vik- 
tor Davydov, collected more than one hundred 
descriptions +f these spots aad processed them 
statistically. The results prompted him to con- 
clude with confidence that the wh'te spots in 
Mars’ atmosphere were small ice crystals which 
form halos. Similar optical effects are often 
observed also in: the earth atmosphere. They 
are light columns bright circles and arcs, false 
suns and moons. They are caused by a reflec- 
tion of sunrays in the ice particles in the earth 
atmosphere. The shape and size of a halo 
depend on the shapes of the ice particles. 

Halos must exist in the atmosphere of any 
planet—if clouds of ice particles emerge in it. . 
Consequently, the halos in the atmospheres of 
other planets may serve as_ indicators of the 
presence there of such clouds. 

In addition to the halo types widely known 
on the earth, on Mars. some rare types have 
been found. This is not surprising, for a wohlé 
hemisphere at a time can be seen on the red- 
dish planet. 

The results of observations of one white spot 
on Mars were subjected to a particularly de- 
tailed theoretical analysis. The spot of a 
strongly prolonged form could be seen only for 
five minutes. The scientist found out that the

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ON DYING IN HARNESS

HE usual orthodox approach to the study 

of a horoscope is first to see whether 

longevity is good (for a wall must be 
sound and strong for beautiful pictures drawn 
on it to endure and shine) and then to study 
the 9th house indicating luck." 


But, I am afraid we set too much store, by 
mere longevity, which, by itself, is a rather, 
doubiful blessing. A guest should avoid “over- 
staying” in the house of even a very hospitable 
host. Even so, we should depart from this 
earth, after finishing our sojourn on it, in time 
before we retire and become backnumbers. 
Even Dwight Eisenhower, an ex-President of 
the U.S.A., died, in a nursing home. Naturally, 
he had no State-funeral as he did .not die in 
harness, while John Kennedy had a tragic death 
by an assassin’s bullet at the peak of his popu- 
larity as President and so had a good State- 
funeral, the whole enlightened world weaping 
for his demise ! 

In fact, dying in harness, is a personal glory, 
vouchsafed by Destiny, only to a fortune- 
favoured few. When Nelson died, after gain- 
ing, for England, victory at the Naval Battle of 
Trafalgan, he died a glorious death, about 
which Trevelyan writes, in the following glow- 
ing terms: .“The most triumphant death was 
that of the martyr; the most awful, that of the 
martyred patriot; the most splendid that of the 
hero in the hour of victory. And, if the 
chariot and horses (akin ‘o our Pushpaka 
Vimana) had been vouzhsafcd for Ne!son’s 
translation he could, scarccly, have departed, 
in a brighter blaze of glory. He has left us 
not indeed his mantle of inspiration but a name 
and an example, which are, at t: :s hour, inspir- 
ing thousands of the youth of 1 arope.” Leigh 
Hunt wrote, that death of some innocent little 
children is a necessary evil. For, if all children 
lived to grow up into sophisticai: men and 
women, we would forget the pictures of inno- 
cent infants. “Death has arrested them with 
its kindly harshness, and blessed them into eter- 

- nal images of young innocence.” Men who die 
in harness, die in time before icy retire from 
power or position and their physical end men- 
tal powers wane and so perforce the; hecome 


unwanted backnumbers! The dependants of 
those who die in harness may suffer a grievous 
calamity cruelly inflicted on them; but, those, 
who die in harness, are lucky to be remembered 
as occupants of their respective high positions. 
For instance, Dr. Zakir Hussain, who now ex- 
pired as President of the Indian Republic, had 
a grand State-funeral, as he was in office. 
Whereas Babu Rajendra Prasad, our first Presi- 
dent for two terms, retired and died at Patna, 
with due honours, but without a State funeral.” 

Mahatma Gandhi died with "Ram, Ram” on 
his lips, when an assassin's bullet shot him 
dead, at a prayer-meeting. Pandit Jawaharlal 
Nehru died in harness, as our illustrious first 
Premier. His lord of the 8th (Saturn) for Can- 
cer ascendant was aspected by Jupiter, lord of 
the 9th from Sagittarius. Lal Bahadur Shastri 
died suddenly as Premier of India after sign: 
ing the Tashkent-Declaration on Russian soil. 
The late Mr. N. Gopalaswami Iyengar, a Dewan 
of Kashmir for several years, who was pitch- 
forked, by Nehru, into the high position of a 
Union Minister, and Chief Justice Kania of the 
Supreme Court, died in harndss. All these 
dignitaries had the high honour of a State- 
funeral. 


In my opinion, Saturn, and the 8th house 
and its lord, should be well-associnted with 
benefics and yogakarakas, like the lords of the 
9th and the 10th for one to have the dignity 
and honour of a State-funeral. The late Mr. 
Lal Bahadur Shastri died, according to Dr. B. V. 
Raman, in Mercury's Dasa swabhukthi, the Sun 
and Mercury, lords of the-9th and the 10th 
being in Virgo with lord of the 8th, the Moon. 
Mercury was a yogakaraka and yogamaraka as

This takes me to the case of late Mr. Anna- — 
durai; who died as Chief Minister after just two 
years in office.

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ASTROLOGY, FREEWILL AND DESTINY 
By B. SURYANARAYANA RAO, B.SC., B.L. 


HERE has been not much of unanimity 

with regard to the above subject. Some 

are of the opinion that man is cent per 
cent free and there is nothing like fate, destiny 
or luck or whatever you may call. Some are 
too pessimistic and believd that every minute 
thing is pre-ordained and there are some who 
are of the opinion that man is partly free and 
partly chained by destiny. Let me express my 
own opinion in this regard. 

Much has been said and talked about astro- 
logy, its basis and influences. There is.a wrong 
notion among many people that astrology is 
remedial. But this is not so, it is only sugges- 
tive. The spirit of an astrologer should not be 
against the rule of astrological principles laid 
down in classical astrology by ancient seers 
whose power of intuition, forethought and 
knowledge must. have been many times greater 
than an ordinary human being, despite his per- 
fect knowledge in the subject. 

Astrology does not say that life is pre- 
determined fully. It shows tendencies, but it 
does not give an idea that everything is in man’s 


hand. After all, a horoscope is like a graph - 


sheet to a businessman who, with the help of 
statistics, charts out the trends of his business. 
But this does not mean that he should follow 
the sheet compiled by him blindly; he can of 
course, with the help of the chart, try to stop 
the. downfall if anticipated. So also in the case 
of astrology, with the help of a horoscope, man, 
to a certain extent, tries to curb the evil indi- 
cations though not fully. 

Varahamihira, the giant among astrologers, 
is also of the opinion that no fatalistic approach 
is warranted. This is clear from the translation 


of Varahamihira’s Brihat Jataka by the illus- - 


trious Prof. B. Suryanaram Rao (my great- 
grandfather) who says: “Varahamihira clearly 
indicates that astrology has no fatalism about 
its doctrines. It simply reveals the penalties 
for breaches of proper conduct in the previous 


states of births, and that is in a man's power | 


creations, man is distinguished by the following 
special abilities—(1) Power to think, (2) power 
to argue and express and (3) power of wisdom 
and forethought. Why has God given these 
things to man? Is it just to keep it in a cold 
Storage? Definitely not. When a man at- 
tempts to do a.certain thing fully aware that it 
ís productive of destructive results, his thoughts 
come to immediate rescue, but sometimes, he 
acts immediately even when fully aware of it; 
here only destiny comes in and freewill is over. 
ruled by it. Destiny becomes operative due to 
Strong Prarabdha. 

When thoughts are affected by impulses, emo- 
tions, hatred and desire, man becomes a prey 
to his thoughts and his power of wisdom and 
mtelligence are given a secondary place, his 
actions are always followed by destructive 
results. 

(1) Freewill is of no avail beyond certain limit 
and he cannot cross the limit. A few practical 
examples can be cited.

Astrological predictions 
indicate ti. trend of his life. If bad things are 
indicated, man should exercise his freewill by 
way of taking steps, and even then if things go 
against his expectations, then that is destiny. In 
other words, destiny and astrology are closely 
related, but at the same time neither destiny 
nor astrology prevent us from putting out efforts 
to avert them. The Lord says in the immortal 
book Bhagavad Gita to Arjuna: “Action alone 
is thy province, but never the fruits thereof: let 
not thy motive be the fruits of the action; nor 
shouldst thou desire to avoid action” (Sloka 47: 
Stanza 2). 


The above sloka explains clearly the entire 
Structure. He says that a man should not avoid 
his duties and sit idly. In other words, he 
should exercise his freewill, viz., doing duty and 
leaving the results to Him (the Creator). 

But in certain cases the Prarabdha will be so 
strong that man cannot exercise his freewill or 
even think and he will have to easily succumb 
to certain things in spite of the efforts of hig 
well-wishers, etc. The same book gives the 
following slokas confirming the above. 

(1) “The native born of qualities of Sattwa, 
Rajas and 7amas firmly ties the imperishable 

soul to the body” (Chapter XIV, Stanza 5). 

(2) “All beings follow their nature. Even the 
wise man behaves in conformity with his nature. 
What can restraint do ? (Chapter TI. Stanza 33). 

But throughout the work Krishna stresses 
that a man should do his part of the duty that 
is attributed to him from birth. This is con- 
~ firmed by the following stanza : 


Wet PER 
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Chapter XVIU, Sloka 48 says: “Arjuna, one 
should not abandon one’s duty which attaches 
to him from his very birth even though defec- 
tive, all undertakings are indeed tainted with 
some blemish just as:fire is clouded by smoke.” 

When astrological predictions are taken, 
efforts to minimise evil may be made by having 
recourse to remedial measures. Remediaj 
measures by themselves cannot mitigate it fully, 
but they can minimise it to a certain extent. 

In certain cases, remedial measures have not 
given any relief, but on this score, one should 
not give it up. We should exercise our freewill 
to have recourse to these things and of course 
the results of even such measures are in His 
hand. / 

Concluding I have to say that freewill, des- 
tiny and astrology are closely related. 

I do not say that freewill gives cent per cent 
success to man’s expectations since the freewill 
beyond a certain limit is overruled by destiny.

gross misinterpretation of the horoscope of 

my sister, who was destined to meet with the 
watery grave on 27--1--1968 by Mr. Govinda 
Pillat in THE ASTROLOGICAL MAGAZINE 
of April 1969 on pages 406 to 408. The date 
of birth reported is wrong and it is a day ahead 
of thé actual date. The birth took place actually 
on 24--2--1949 at 01-10 a.m., I.S.T,, i.e., on the 
night of 23--2--1949. It must therefore be 
23/24th February 1949, but not 22|23rd Febru- 
ary 1949 as reported by one of my friends in 4 
hurry. Mr. Govinda Pillai, wilhout attempt- 
ing to find out the possibilities for short longe- 
vity by applying the general principles of Hin- 
du astrology, had applied some theory on a 
wrong horoscope and calculated surprisingly 
accurate longevity and concluded that she was 
destined to pass away on the appointed date. 
The author seems to have satisfied himself with 
his mathematical calculations. 

While determining the longevity according to: 
the system givenjin the book The Key to Deter- 
mine the Span of. Life, the learned author has 
very clearly explained upon calculation the total 
met term of life. Afterwards, he states. that my 
sister’s horoscope is a special case coming under 
Chapter XIII—Nodal Reductions and assigns 
reasons for the same. While applying practi- 
cally the nodal reductions, he has explained the 
Krurodaya Reduction (K1) but not the Chakra- 
patha reduction, which deserves explanation, as 
this system of determining longevity is new to 
most of the readers and students like me and I 
feel it has not come into light in THE ASTRO- 
LOGICAL MAGAZINE, a renowned medium 
for the propagation of astrology. Secondly, 
the need for converting Sayana to solar (accor- 
ding to the learned author) by deducting 3 


[e is extremely painful to me to note the 


the Ascendant lord. He is posited in his own 
house in rasi and navamsa in the star of his 
friend the Sun, lord of the 10th. Jupiter is also 
the lord of the Moon’s sign and he is not aspec- 
ted by any malefic. Therefore, Jupiter ought 
to be a benefic to the Ascendant. But the 
learned author says: “Jupiter, the atmakaraka, 
occupies the 12th in the Dwadasamsa chart. In 
Navamsa, Jupiter tenants in the 12th afflicted! 
by Saturn.” It is not understood why the 
learned author has considered Jupiter’s position 
in Dwadasamsa chart, when the 10th house in 
Ashtamsa chart is generally judged in connec- 
tion with death, the 10th house being Karma: 
sthana. In Navamsa chart, Jupiter’s position in 
his own house in the 12th is powerful and bene- 
fic when compared to Saturn in Gemini in the 
6th. Therefore, Jupiter’s aspect on Saturn, the 
Navamsa Ascendant lord, is benefic. But the 
learned author says. Saturn's aspect en Jupiter 
is detrimental. Even when Saturn’s aspect 
on Jupiter is considered, Saturn by virtue of 
lordship over the Ascendant in navamsa is a 
benefic and his aspect on: Jupiter must be bene- 
fic. In fact, the relationship between the Ascen- 
dant lord Saturn and the 12th lord Jupiter 
is conducive to good longevity for a 
Capricorn native even when the former is posi- 
ted in the 12th. (I have got the horoscope of a 
native who is healthy still at 68. In his chart, 
Capricorn rises, Saturn and Jupiter are posited 
in the 12th.) Mr. Pillai seems to have con- 
sidered only the natural qualities of the pla- 
nets completely ignoring the qualities acquired 
by ownership. 

Further, the author says that Mercury, whose 
role according to the author, was active to cru- 
cify my sister, was in the star of Kethu at the 
time of her death. Actually Mercury was in the 
3rd quarter of Dhanishta owned by Mars accor-

Secondly, he has applied Chakrapatha reduc- 

tion in the first case without assigning any rea- 
son, and for the second case, he says it is not 
mecessary. Even for this he has not given any 
reasons. 

Thus, the learned contributor, without pro- 

perly explaining the theory, has come to his own 
conclusions and fixed the longevity of the two 
crucified natives. Unfortunately the first chart 
belonging to my departed sister is wrong. 
A Determining the longevity is a hard nut to 
i crack. Despite different methods, astrologers 
are unable to pinpoint the end. Some modern 
astrologers arrive at hasty conclusions by ap- 
plying some so-called new theories, which can- 
not be applied universally to all charts. They 
seem to just salisfy the theory without exercis- 
ing critical judgment, which is necessary in giv- 
ing predictions. I humbly state that I am not 
here merely to criticise any astroioger or the 
learned contributor of the article referre to, 
nor is my intention to pass remarks on their 
valuable writings. 

The idea of my writing this rejoinder is to 
draw the attention of astrologers to revive the 
principles laid down in the Hindu astrology, a 
treasure and a sacred lore, in giv'ng predictions. 
Nothing is left. unexplained in Hindu astrology. 
_ Why go for so-called new theories which are 

not of universal application, and which are 

_ passed off as new by a mixture of Eastern and 
’ Western principles, when our ancients have not 
left any vacuum or room for them? If, for in- 
= stance, the position of the Ascendant or its lord 
in the constellations of the Nodes effects dras- 
tic reduction in longevity. a number of long- 
lived horoscopes are to be sweepingly con- 
_demned. For example, m the chart of the late 
Mr. Lal Bahadur Shastri, Moola rises and the 
ford of the A.cendart J::iter is in Aswini. 
Here both stars are owned by Kethu. In the 
chart of Mr. Lyndon B. Johnson, ex-U.S. 
President, Makha rises and the lord of the As- 
cendant, the Sun, also occupies Makha. Here 
A also both stars are owned by Kethu. In the 
chart of Mr. Kasu Brahmananda Reddy, Andh- . 
ra Chief Minister. Rahu's star Satabhisha rises 
and Saturn, lord of the Ascendant, occupies 
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There are innumerable long-lived natives in 
whose charts the Ascendant or its lord or both 
occupy the stars of the Nodes. In some of the 
notable charts like Mahatma Gandhi, Dr. C. V. 
Raman and Dr. B. V. Raman, Rahu's starg 
r'se but their longevity is not affected. 

Therefore, the position of the Ascendant or 
its lord in Nodes’ stars, I feel, is not the cause 
for drastic reduction in the term of life. We 
have to examine other factors like the position 
of the Moon, the.8th house and its lord and 
influences on them, which are the fundamentals 
for judging longevity according to Hindu astro- 
logy. To show how safely one can arrive at 
correct conclusion by applying the fundamental 
principles of the Hindu astrology, I attempt to 
briefly discuss two horoscopes*. 

In the first case (correct chart of my sister), 
we find the Moon occupying the junction of 
Poorvashadha and Uttarashadha stars exactly at 
the time of birth. The Moon's position in 
Nakshatra sandhi is not good for longevity. 
Further, the 8th lord Mercury is afflicted by the 
association of Mandi in the 3rd house and 
angles are occupied by malefics, being powerless. 
And in Navamsa the 8th house is aspected by 
Mars from inimical sign. But for the benefic 
aspect of Jupiter on the 8th house and ‘his asso- 
ciation with the Moon, the native would not 
have lived even for 19 years. According to 
Jataka Desa Marga, Chapter VI, Sloka 1, “If 
the lord of the Ascendant be in conjunction 
with the Sun and the dispositor of the Moon 
be devoid of benefic aspect and malefics occupy 
di angles, the native will meet his death before 
fon year’ . Thus she could not enjoy much 

gevity. : 
_ Coming to the nature of death when malefic 
influences are more on the 8th or the 10th 
house, the death is unnatural—swahastena 
vishastrena, mritham bhavathi”—meaning death 
by Suicide or poison. Further, the position of

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Unfortunately, none of these conditions 
have bean fulfilled in this case : børs: 

(a) There are many scholars who maintain 
that the Dhanishta star was a Delphini, and 
not 8 Delphini and there is much to be said in 
their favour. 

(b) In those remote days when there were 
no telescopes and reliable time measuring 
instruments, it was impossible for the observers 
of that time to get the longitudes of the stars 
with the requisite precision. Indeed, even 1700 
years later the longitudes of the stars given in 
Surya Siddhanta are, in the case of some, grossly 
in error by as much as 1 degree, let alone being 
correct to seconds of arc. It is therefore abso- 
lutely futile-to fix an exact value of the 
ayanamsa from such incomplete data as are 
available. * 


(c) The solsticial date was determined by 
the ancients from the length ofthe shadow 
cast by a vertical style. As the declination of 
the Sun remains almost constant for several 
days at the solstices, the exact date is difficult 
to determine by this method. 


(d) Although our modern star catalogues, 
equations, etc., purport to be very precise; it is 
doubtful if they will apply with equal precision 
in antiquity as they do today and a compara- 
tively small difference in the value of the 
constants might make quite a significant 
difference in the value of the ayanamsa derived 
therefrom. Mr. Rajan has given the exact 
date and even the time of his zero date. This 
is all eyewash As the ayanamsa takes about 
a week to change I second of arc, the zero 
date can only. be obtained with that margin of 
error with the value of the ayanamsa given to 
the nearest second only. Hence the exact 
date and time given are fictitious.

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his mental qualities and abilities, I completely 
differ from him because of the following 
two inconsistencies:— : 

Satabhisha has clearly mentioned that 
Jupiter lord of Lagna occupies Karmasthana 
and also retrograde Saturn occupies the 4th 
bhava in the 5th sign Aries. But Jupiter and 
Saturn are posited in the very beginning of 
Virgo and_ Aries respectively. Sagittarius 
being a tentative Lagna, if we consider Jupiter 
to be the occupant of the 10th house, it will 
be very difficult to consider Saturn to be the 
occupant of the 4th bhava. Anyhow, according 
to Satabhisha, Mars occupies the ‘4th house, 
If we consider the 4th bhava regarding the 
prospects of mother, Matrukaraka Venus 
occupies the 8th from the 4th and is aspected 
by both the malefics Mars and Saturn. Jupiter 
lord of the 4th is also posited in the 7th from 
the 4th aspected by Mars from the 4th itself. 
Moreover, Jupiter is conjoined. with the exalted 
Mercury, the powerful maraka to the 4th 
house. As the mother of Mr. Annadurai is 
still alive, I have my own doubt regarding the 
correctness of the Lagna fixed by Satabhisha. 

2. According to Satabhisha it is clear that 
Jupiter is the strongest planet. But actually 
the yoga was completely enjoyed by him only 
after commencement of Saturn Dasa, 4 


It has been mentioned that retrograde 
Saturn occupies the 4th bhava in the 5th 
sign Aries. Then Saturn must be considered 
to be receiving only one good aspect of Venus, 
lord of the 6th and the llth from the llth 
house itself. The aspect of Venus on Saturn 
may also be considered as significant as the 
aspect of Yogakaraka to Chandra Lagna 
(Virgo) from the 2nd sign Libra. But Saturn 
is placed in the 8th to Chandra Lagna. Hence 
it is doubtful, whether Ashtama Sani (Saturn 
in the 8th) to Virgo Rasi will cause Raja Yoga 
to the extent that Mr. C. N. Annudurai 
enjoyed.

Mercury being th 
intellectual planet owning the 2nd and 5t 
houses and occupying the 5th house itself with 
the power of exaltation, no doubt will improve 
the 4th bhava, regarding education, a very 
good combination for his educational attain- 
ments.

To 
one who has understood the fundamental 
principles of astrology so-called yogas are 
like ready reckoners for one who has mastery 
over his multiplication tables. (b) For any 
Lagna, for that matter, the combination of 
the 4th lord with the 3rd lord will bring about 
diminution of good result. (c) Yours does 
not constitute Gajakesari Yoga, unless they 
are in opposition. 

Q. 2. Rahu in the 7th, Mars lord of the 
6th and the 6th lord from the 6th conjoined 
with the 7th lord. Should the wife of the 
native be sickly, or lead to divorce or 
separation ?

N our last article, we discussed the effects

the latter the author had mentioned that the 
worst yoga would be when lords of the Ist, the 
5th and the 9th are in bad houses like the 3rd, 
the 6th or the 8th or the 12th, especially. the 
6th or the 8th or the 12th. These are al! right 
in a general appraisal of any chart but in the 
example quoted none of the lords of the Ist, 
the 5th or the 9th are located in the 3rd, the 6th 
or the 8th or the 12th to justify this point. He 
further claims that despite the Adhi yoga, 
Saturn-Rahu combination had worked havoc in 
bringing about the end. Adhi yoga definitely 
confers long life; but is it effective in the above 
horoscope? It is not at all so since the Sun, a 
malefic lord of the 11th and a natural maraka 
and a badhakadhipathi and Mars a maraka lord 
of the 2nd and the 7th are tenanting the 7th 
from the Moon vitiating the yoga largely. The 
efficacy of the yoga is further reduced by the 
planets not being in the required sequence, viz., 
Mercury in the 6th, Jupiter in the 7th andj 
Venus in the 8th for full effect. Also in the 
absence of full birth data (which is withheld), 
the yoga cannot at all be vouchsafed for Bhava 
position either, nor the strength of the benefics 
in vargas assessed. The issue here is that mere 
prasence of Saturn and Rahu in the 7th will 
not mean they are killers even though Saturn 
or Rahu in the 7th even individually can filt 
the role provided other requisite conditions are 
fulfilled. A weak, ineffective Adhi yoga, should 
mot be blamed in this chart, which contains 
other woeful pointers for reduced life-span and 
in any case full birth data would, I think, prob- 
ably help fixing the maraka Jordship for Saturn. 
The above chart would be a good example of 
Papadhi yoga signified by Srutakeerti and 
Prithuyasas. ' ;

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In another article on “Planetary Aspects” by 
Mr. N. Viswanathan in the 1969 Annual Num- 
ber (pages 96-97), the author has given an inte- 
resting reference to a chart (No. 3) where the 
Adhi yoga had not given the benefits in Venus 
Dasa and the spiritual guidance through the 
planchette had given the ruling “Adhi yoga is 
bound by evil sight”. On this the author had 
concluded that Rahu’s position in the 12th 
from benefics, the Sun’s joining them and as- 
pects of Saturn and Mars on the 2nd Rasi from 
henefics have rendered the yoga inoperative. 
These are nice conclusions on a superficial exa- 
mination. But do we judge the merits in this 
manner? Can't we probe it a little more than 
the mere rasi position? The inquisitiveness 
made me work out the Bhava position for the 
chart as for the date 15--5--1930, 6-15 a.m., 
Madras. z 


It may be noticed that the Moon is in the 8th 
Bhava and not in the 7th, Venus and Jupiter: 
in the 2nd Bhava and Mars in the 12th Bhava. 
For full effectiveness of Adhi yoga the benefics 


should be in the required order and they should - 


be free from affliction and combustion. In Chart 
No. 3, the 7th house from the Moon is 
tenanted by Jupiter and Venus and the 6th by 


Mercury. Mercury though retrograde is under : 


combustion. Both Venus and Jupiter suffer the 
7th house aspect of Saturn besides the fact that 
the Moon is also afflicted by Saturn. In Navam- 
sa, both the Moon and Mercury are spoiled by 
Saturn’s aspect, Jupiter by Saturn’s association, 
and Venus by martian aspect. -Adhi yoga is 


thus present only in name in this chart. It 
appears to me that the spirit guidance’s judge- 
ment that the Adhi yoga is bound by evil sight 
is perfectly correct in accordance with my above 
gnterpretation.

According to the Indian chronology the 
Sun is the chief reckoner of time and is the 
maker of the Manvantaras. It is clear that 


* the Sun’s completion of a single circuit of the 


galaxy accounts for one Manvantara. Since 
the commencement of the successive Manvan- 
taras coincided with the cycles of orogeny, 
the period of interval would be rather 
(4.32 x 10°) ‘x 71 = 306.72 million years with 
a quiescent period of one Kritayuga = 1.728 
million years. Hence it follows, that the 
Sun’s revolution around the centre of the 
Milky Way possibly causes the accumulation 
of stresses required for the orogenic activities. 
Therefore, it is worthwhile investigating the 
sensitive arc of the Sun’s orbit capable of 
effecting the geotectonic activities :— 


Considering the above problem, it is 


; possible to determine the position of the Sun 


at the time of commencement of the Manvan- 
taras. The Sun is located at 147°.5 from the 
centre of the galaxy Milky Way with reference 
to the 1950 equinoxes.

The above considerations suggest that the 


” geochronology can be read easily in terms of the

and the space within the skull ”, the Commis- 
sion further point2d out, *are'out of balance. 
It is this imbalance which mankind must seek 
to redress. Man now faces himself. He faces 
the choice of rolling down a nuclear abyss to 
ruin and annihilation or of raising himself to 
new heights. of glory and fulfilment yet 
unimagined. India has made many glorious 
contributions to world culture, and perhaps 
the grandest of them all is the concept and 
ideal of non-violence and compassion, sought, 
xpounded and lived by Buddha, Mahavira, 
Nanak and Kabir, Vivekananda, Ramana 
Maharishi and Gandhi in our times, and 
which millions have striven to follow after 
them?” 


And finally, in his inaugural address before 
the World Seminar of Religions for Peace, 


_ the late Dr.-Zakir Husian reminded the ‘world 
representatives of the imperative: need of 


Religion even in this Age of Science. Thus, 
the late-President said: * Science without 
Religion became rudderless in terms of human 
destiny, and Religion without Science tended 
to be superstition and reaction.” And the gap 


between the two, if not closed, “will be fatal 


to ‘the growth and- progress of human 
Society”, In spite of the advance made 
by Science and Technology, he thought that 
“Religion still exercised a powerful influence 
on the minds of millions of human beings ~ ; 
and it would be therefore “unwise to ignore 
religious influences in finding solutions for 
World problems, big or small”. In our 
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present-day life, he assigned to religions “a 
uller and more conscious role” in achieving 
the great goal of the One World Community, 
which, he designated, was “the century”s 
supreme challenge arising from the advances 
in the fields of Science and Religion aliko”: 
For meeting the same, he strongly urged a 
marriage of Religion and Science—Religion, 
for pointing out the direction and Science to 
find the means to reach the goal. And he 
therefore called upon the distinguished dele- 
gates *torecover the profound heritage’ of- 
truth, love and non-violence in every religion; 
and then resolve firmly that this heritage shall 
not be allowed to remain dormant. It has to 
be reapplied to the solution of the great 
problem of achieving World Peace.” And the 
alternative to such an effort, the good President 
further warned his audience,.might perhaps be 
a “suicide of the human race through nuclear 

war”. A 

Such being the injunctions of our wise men 
from Manu down to Radhakrishnan, we will 
have to consider where we are now in this - 
vital field and whither we are going under the : 
guidance of our present educational mentors 
in the Country.— 108.

Before giving a general delineation of the results of 
Saturn's Dasa, it is well to examine briefly the native's 
longevity. Lord of the Lagna the Moon aspects the 
Lagna, lord of the Sih Saturn who is also Ayushkaraka 
Is debilitated, but byvirtue of Mars, the lord of Saturn's 
sign of debilitation happening to occupy 2 Kendra 
bhava there is cancellation of debility for Saturn.

Museum of Ancient Medicine 


An unusual museum has been opened in the very 
house where, according to historians, the great medico 


of the Middle Ager, Avicenna, wrote his five-volumed 
encyclopacdia of medical science. It stands inthe 
town of Khiva, Khorezm Region, Uzbekistan. 


Atanazar Abdullayev, a young surgeon, with a love for 
the history of ancient medicine, collected for the 
museum many interesting exhibits of the medical 
practices of Khorezm doctors. 

The medicos of ancient Khorezm had a truly out- 
standing, for those times, knowledge of their science. 
They used to make unique vaccinations against small- 
pox, employed a wide range of curative herbs, 
described many means of treatment used up till the 
present day in modern medicine. 

One of the most interesting exhibits in the museum 
is woman's skull with the traces of a skilful trepana- 
tion. The archaeologists who found the skull during 
excavations of ancient Khorezm believe it to date back 
to the very beginning of our era. 

The manuscripts of medical treatises collected in 
the museum, ancient surgical instruments, medical 
vessels used in olden days, are of exceptional interest 
not only for specialists in medicine, but for all those 
who are interested in tho history of the culture of 
ancient Khorezm. 
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Mandapeshwar 


A discovery just made by archaeologists indicates 
that the Mandapeshwar Caves, dating back to the 
eighth century, situated 17 miles irom Bombay, on 
Ghodbuader Road, had been a Hindu shrine in the 
17th century. 

An inscription in Sanskrit, in the Devanagarl 
script has been discovered. It is carved on a panel 
on one of the walis of the central cave—which had 
been the shriuc—among a row of three caves. They 
are abutting the present highway. 

The caves, belonging to the Rashtrakata period, 
had fallen into the hands of the Portuguese and were 
converted Into a church. The church, too, later fell 
into disuse. Not much was known about its history 
till the present inscription was discovered. 

The find of the inscription is according to archaco- 
logists, significant, as it is the only material that sheds 
light on the history of the caves. Besides, it is the 
only inscription yet to be discovered in the caves. 

Archacologists came upon the inscription during 
the “operation debris clearance” launched ten 
days age. e 

The name, “ Mandapeshwara, ™ is mentioned twice 
in the inscription and the name, " Govinda ” appears 

i once. A perusal of the tablet shows that Govinda 
i had made a donation to the shrine sometime in 
1655—an indication that the caves were in use in the 
17th century. As Govinda’s surname Is not mentioned, 
it is not known whether he was a king of the Rashtra- 
fm kutas or a commoner. 


Walls Being Cleared 


Tne caves arc at the base of Mount Poisar. It is 
7 believed that Mt. Poisar is a corrupt form of 
Mandapeshwar. . 

The Archaeological Survey of India, which has 
been on the restoration job, has made all the caves 
accessible by cleaning the foliage in front. Work 
is on to clear the debris accumulated inside over the 
centuries. 

The walls, with ornate panels, are being cleaned. 
The original floor level is partly visible and party 
hidden. It is being restored, through excavations. 
Pians are also on 10 restore the original features on 
the front. à 

The renovation programme includes exfoliatlon of 
the rocks so that their surface is made water ti MG 

According to available material, the caves fell into 
the hands of the Portuguese around 1661 A.D. They 
were later converted into a church. Across in front of. 
the cave and a figure of ' Our Lady ” inside the 
central cave bear this out. 

There are indications that there was a Shivlinga in 
the central cave. But it has been removed. The ornate 
panels and a full-length panel’ of Natraj, with the 
attending deities on one of the walls, have been heavily 
»  damagec. The sculpture belongs to the Rashtrakuta 
school of architecture. : 
AG The row of shrines are in the back of the cave and 
~ there is å hall In front. The pillars holditfg the roof 
are square aud have floral designs carved on them, like 
those in the ** built-up ” temples of Rashtrakutas. Au
